As tMs poem is the firft of the kind, which has been 
publifhed in this country, the writer begs leave to 
introduce it with feveral observations, which that circum* 
ilance alone may perhaps render ncccffary. 

He has taken to himfelf the liberty of alterirg the real 
order of the two lafl battles, becaufe he imagined the illuf* 
trious events, which attended the battle of Gibeon^ would 
make it appear to be the cataHrophe of the poem, whcre- 
ever inferted. 

He has varied the flory of the embaffy from Gibcon, 
for reafons, which he thinks will be obvious to every read* 
er, and which he hopes will be edcemed his fufficient 
juHiHcation. 

To give entire Unity to the Adtion, he has made Jabia 
the Canaanitifh hero through the whole poem ; and hat 
transferred the fcene of the battle, between Hazor and 
Ifrael, from the ihores of the lake Merom to the neigh* 
bourhood of Ai. 

In the Manners, he has fludied a medium between ab- 
folute barbarifm and modern refinement. In the bell cha- 
radters^ he has endeavoured to reprefent fuch manners^ as 
are removed from the peculiarities of any age, or country, 
^nd might belong to the amiable and virtuous, of every 
age : fuch as are elevated without deAgn, refined with- 
out ceremony, elegant without fafhion^ andagreeab!e,be- 
caufe they are* ornamented with fincerity, dignity, and 
religion , not beca/ife they are poliihed by art and edu<f 
fcation. Of fuch manners, he hopes he may obferve, 
without impropriety, that they poffefs the highed advan-r 
tages for univerfal application. 
• He has made ufe of Rhyme, becaufe he believed it 
would be more generally relifhed than blank verfe, evea 
* amongfl thofe who are efteemed perfons of taftc. 

It may perhaps be thought the refalt of inattention 
or ignorance, that he chofe a fubjedl, in which his coun- 
trymen had no. national intcreft. But he remarked that 
the Iliad and Eneid were as agreeable to modern nations , 
as 10 the Greeks and Romans. The reafon hefuppofed to 
be obvious— the fubjedls of thofe poems furnilh the fairefl 
opportunities of exhibiting the agreeable, the novel, the 
japtal, the pathetic^ aad ths fublime.
